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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
80th April 1859. 
Tuts Return comprises the Birtus and Dratus registered by 2197 Registrars in 
all the districts of England during the autumn quarter that ended on March 31st, 
1859; and the Marriaczs in 12,350 churches or chapels, about 4072 registered places 
of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 630 Superintendent 
Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended on December 31st, 1858. 

The returns present an unfavourable view of the Public Health ; the people 
have suffered and have died in unusual numbers in many districts. Diphtheria has 
prevailed extensively. The marriages indicated some improvement in the prospects 
of the people at the end of last year ; and in the first three months of the present 
year the births have not only exceeded the average, but have exceeded the numbers 
registered in any previous winter quarter. 


: MARRIAGES. 

47,726 weddings were celebrated in the three months that ended on the 31st of 
December, and consequently 95,452 persons were married. The marriage rate in 
the quarter was 1°932 per cent. per annum ; so. if the rate prevailed a year, more 
than 19 persons would marry to every 1,000 living. The increase on the marriages 
in the corresponding quarter of 1857 is observable in every division except in the 
northern counties and in Wales.

2 Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 175,429 children were registered in the quarter that ended on 
the 3tst of March last ; and the birth rate was 3°621 per cent. per annum, or 
rather more than 36 in 1,000 persons living. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION. 


As the births amounted to 175,429, the deaths to 121,682, the natural increase 
of the population was 53,747 ; or, on an average, 597 daily. 

The probable increase in the population of the United Kingdom was at the rate 
of 896 daily. 

17,314 persons emigrated from the ports of the United Kingdom at which there 
are Government Emigration Agents. 5,565, or after correcting for those of un- 
distinguished origin, 6,452 of the emigrants were of English birth ; of whom 
3,719 sailed to the Australian colonies, and 2,263 to the United States. About 
72 English, 16 Scotch, and 94 Irish emigrants, on an average, left the country 
daily.* 

PRICES, THE WEATHER, AND PAUPERISM. 

The price of wheat during the 13 weeks was 4os. 8d. a quarter; the prices in 
the first 13 weeks of 1857 and 1858 having been 56s. 1od. and 46s. 5d. ‘The price — 
is less by 12 per cent. than it was 12 months ago. It is remarkable that after due 
corrections have been made for measure and for quality in the Eton returns, the 
average prices of wheat were 40s. 7d. and 40s. 6d. a quarter in the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. The price of potatoes also fell’ considerably ; in the first 
13 corresponding weeks of 1857—8-g York Regents sold at 110s., 152s. 6d., and gos. 
a ton at the waterside market, Southwark. At Leadenhall and Newgate Markets 
the price of beef of the lowest and of the highest quality is more by $d. a pound 
than it was in the winter of last year; mutton is at the same price. The mean 
prices per lb. in the three winters 1857-8—-9 were :.beef, 52d., 5id., and 532d. ; 
mutton, 62d., 54d., and 52d.

The Weather, and Price of Provisions. 3 


The meteorology is ably described by Mr. Glaisher (p. 18.) The mean temperature 
of the quarter that ended on March 31st, at Greenwich, was 43°°3, or 5°°5 and 
4°°i higher than the temperature of the two corresponding quarters of 1857-8; 
and 4°°9 above the mean temperature of 88 years. There are only two instances 
(1822 and 1846) since 1771, when the winter temperature was higher. The excess 
of temperature was observed in each of the three months. The air contained 
more than the average amount of water, but the humidity was less than usual, 

being 83 (saturation being=100), The fall of rain was 3°1in. at Greenwich ; 
so it was 1°6in. below the average. The rain-fall was deficient in all the southern 
counties, excepting Cornwall and Devon. The deficiency was less in the northern 
stations. At Stonyhurst the Rev. A. Weld says: “The weather has been so wet 
that scarcely anything can be done on the ground; no one remembers so wet a 
season.” At Bristol 3°29 inches of rain fell in three days (March 11th, 12th, 
and 13th). The Rev. J. Slatter, of Rose Hill, near Oxford, says: “The great 
absence of rain has produced much low fever.” The people are often driven in 
droughts to the use of impure water, which is a common cause of disease in men 
and animals. Altogether the meteorology of the season has been exceptional. 


The returns with which the Registrar General has been. favoured by the Poor 
Law Board, exhibit the improvement in the circumstances of the people which the 
marriages indicated. The average number of paupers in the receipt of relief 
(865,815) was less by 108,199 than the numbers (974,017) receiving relief in the 
‘first thirteen weeks of 1858, and 46,729 less than the numbers in the corresponding 
quarter of 1857. A partof the improvement is fairly referable to the mildness of 
the weather ; but a part is undoubtedly due to the improvement in the circum- 
stances of the people which was perceptible in the latter part of last year.

STATE OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


121,682 deaths were registered in the quarter. The mortality was at then rate 
of 2°512 per cent., or rather more than 25 in 1000. The number of deaths was 
less than the number of deaths in the winter of last year by 4220 ; and the rate 
of annual mortality was less by 1 in 1000. In both the winter quarters the rate 
of mortality exceeded the average rate prevailing during the winters of the last 
ten years, which was 24°55, or nearly 244 in rooo. In the first quarter of the 
year 1858, the weather was unusually severe; in the first quarter of 1859 the 
weather was unusually mild. In both quarters the rate of mortality exceeded the 
average. Upon comparing the rate of mortality in 125 districts and 23 sub- 
districts comprising the chief towns, with the average of ten previous winters, it 
is found to have slightly decreased ; it was 26°47, it is 26°09 in 1000. Upon the 
other hand, the mortality in the remaining districts and sub-districts, comprising 
chiefly small towns and country parishes, has increased from 22°18 to 23°54 3 or 
the increase 1s 1°36 in J000. 

It will be recollected that the sanitary measures in Ely reduced the mortality of 
the town below that prevailing in the’surrounding parishes. And such will probably 
be the course matters will take unless sanitary measures are extended to the country 
as well as to the towns. The superior health of the country arises mainly from 
the circumstance that, the population being widely disseminated, the poisonous 
exhalations which are produced around the dwellings are destroyed to a con- 
siderable extent by the atmosphere. Now the houses in the suburbs of London 
and of the provincial towns are generally built by the architects with cesspools, 
which are not emptied daily, and which have not the advantages of drainage ; se 
that the beneficial effects of the open country air in the daytime are likely to be 
neutralized by the impurity of the night exhalations in-doors. 

The mortality of the quarter in England at the rates prevailing in 63 of the 
healthiest districts would be 17°64 in 1000; and if the mortality of the whole 
population had been at that rate, the number of deaths would have amounted to 
86,624 instead of 121,682. Consequently 35,058 unnatural deaths were registered 
in the go days. This implies not only loss of national life, but loss of health and 
English vigour, which it is desirable on every account to raise to the highest pitch 
in the present days. 

The mortality has prevailed with different degrees of severity in every division ; 
but the number of deaths was much greater in every division except London, than 
the deaths in the winter quarter of 1857; and less than the number of deaths 
during the winter quarter of 1858 in every division except the North and West 
Midland Divisions. The reason of this will be apparent upon examining the 
returns in detail.

- Diphtheria has prevailed, with vatying degrees of severity, in different parts of 
the country. The ravages of this disease deserve particular attention. 

In the Sourn Eastern Drvision the deaths from all causes amounted to 9,765. 
In Guildford* the mortality was unusually high; whooping-cough and_ bronchitis 
have been prevalent, and some cases of fever have been fatal. The cause of the 
high mortality in Dorking is not explained. The deaths in Farnham have appa- 
rently been raised by the Aldershot camp. Tonbridge, Maidstone, and Cranbrook 
have experienced high rates of mortality ; out of 45 deaths 18 were caused by 
diphtheria, which was exceedingly fatal in Brenchley and Horsmonden, two 
parishes in the Tonbridge district. In Cranbrook, Tenterden, Ashford, Deal, and 
Dover diphtheria proved fatal. The deaths in the sub-district of St. Peter, 
Brighton, are 63 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five 
years. Zymotic diseases have prevailed ; and 53 persons have died of scarlatina 
and diphtheria, 10 of typhus, and 13 of small-pox, none of the latter having been 
vaccinated. In Worthing, where sanitary measures have been carried out, 83 
deaths occurred ; in Brighton 459 ; the respective populations of the two districts 
having been 18,746 and 65,569 in 1851. Assuming that the population increased 
at nearly the same rates, the mortality out of equal populations was about as 4 in 
Worthing to 7 in Brighton. All the facts tend to show that sanitary improve- 
ment is a question of life and death to the population of every town. Several 
districts of Hampshire suffered severely ; small-pox prevailed at Southampton, 
 scarlatina at Kingsclere. Reading continues an unhealthy town ; in Windsor the 
mortality has fallen. 

In the Soutm Mipianp Counttiss 7235 persons died ; the deaths in every county, 
except Northampton, being below the deaths in the previous year. Newport 
Pagnell, Chipping Norton, Kettering, Wellingborough, and several other districts 
have experienced high rates of mortality. In the Northampton district, with a 
population of 33,857 in 1851, the deaths amounted to 306. ‘The deaths in the two 
previous winter quarters 1857—58, amounted to 239 and 231; so the mortality is ex- 
cessively high, and above the average. Measles and whooping-cough have prevailed. 
It appears that there has been a strike in the town. In the Cambridge district 159 
deaths were registered ; in the Ely district 118; the population of the two districts 
in 1851 having been 27,815 and 22,896; so that the mortality of Cambridge is 
greatly in excess of the mortality of Ely. In the ten years 1841-50 the mortality 
of the population of Cambridge was at the rate of 23 in 1000; hence, taking the 
excess over 17, the rate prevailing in healthy districts, it exhibited 6 degrees of 
insalubrity, and during the ten years the unnatural deaths amounted to 1568. How 
long is this state of things to continue in the seat of one of the great universities of 
the country ? Science has here a wide field of usefulness before it. It has the great. 
opportunity of saving many lives, and at the same time of applying its principles. 
By the energy of one of the departed ornaments of the university, Ely has been 
rendered comparatively healthy. And from Ely Cambridge has now evidently 
much to learn. It is a matter of national importance, that the places where some 
of the principal youths of the country are educated should be healthy. Why are 
not the schools of medicine in the universities, schools of health ? Why are not 
the undergraduates taught practically the conditions most favourable to human 
development ? Why are there not tables of mortality at Cambridge and Oxford, 
as well as in London, pointing out vakwues the effects of all the noxious agencies 
infesting the houses, colleges, and streets ? This would be teaching by example, 
and could not fail to leave permanent impressions on the minds of many men who. 
will have unusual means of directing public opinion. 

In the Eastern Countizs the registered deaths amounted to 6211, or were less 
by 1380 than the deaths in the first quarter of last year. Rochford in Essex 
experienced a high rate of mortality ; 91 persons died. The registrar of Great 
Wakering, one of the sub-districts, explains this in his note :— 

The deaths have greatly exceeded the average, in consequence of the prevalence and fatality of’ 
diphtheria amongst infants, especially in the Island of Foulness. Many ditches there are in a 
very filthy state, and the effluvium arising from some is intolerably offensive. Ague also has been. 
more prevalent, more severe and obstinate, during the last two years, than I have ever known it 
in a period of 35 years.

Some general measure is required to deal with the drainage of all the marshes 
on the banks of the Thames. : 

Parts of Maldon, Dunmow, and Saffron Walden in Essex have suffered from 
diphtheria; so have parts of the districts of Cosford, Tunstead, Erpingham, 
Aylsham, Blofield, and Loddon in Suffolk and Norfolk. 

10,798 persons died in the SouTH-WESTERN CounTIEs, but the mortality was 
lower than it was last year. Diphtheria is still prevalent at Christian Malford in 
Wilts. Trowbridge has also suffered from that and other diseases. Plymouth and 
the surrounding districts have suffered severely. ‘The registrar in explaining the 
excess in the number of deaths in East Stonehouse says that 16 Turks died in the 
quarter. Four persons in Parkham died of scarlatina in one house. The deaths in 
Launceston and in Redruth have exceeded the average from diphtheria, small-pox, 
measles, and diseases of the respiratory organs. Epidemic sore throat prevailed, 
and 3 cases of diphtheria were fatal in a sub-district of Taunton, Somersetshire. 
27 deaths from small-pox occurred in Bridgewater. Scarlatina and diphtheria 
attacked nearly every person in Chew Magna, Clutton. 

16,144 deaths were registered in the Wrest Mrpitanp Division ; 8,955 in the 
Nort Mipianp Division. In these two divisions the deaths exceeded the deaths 
in the severe winter quarter of 1858. In many districts of Gloucestershire, in- 
cluding Stroud and Cheltenham, the mortality was high; diphtheria and scarlatina 
prevailed in this county, in Hereford, and in Shropshire. Three deaths from 
diphtheria occurred to children in one family in the Condover sub-district ; the 
cesspools connected with the cotiages are generally in a bad state. The sanitary 
state of Staffordshire is very unsatisfactory, and the mortality has been excessively 
high. Diphtheria and scarlatina have prevailed in many of its districts; and in 
Stourbridge, and in Foleshill, where the mortality has also been very high. 

Ashby-de-la-Zouch, Leicester, and several districts in Leicestershire, have suffered 
from epidemics; 150 cases of measles and scarlatina occurred in the village of © 
Sutton Bonnington alone. Diphtheria was prevalent ‘in Lincoln, where typhoid 
fever also prevailed : six persons died from it in one family. Their residence is 
a mile from the village, a solitary farmhouse, and no special cause of the attack 
has been ascertained: but the adequacy of the inquiry may.be questioned. 
Diphtheria has prevailed in many districts of Lincolnshire, Nottinghamshire, and 
Derbyshire, which have all experienced heavy rates of mortality. 

19,431 deaths were registered in the counties of CHESTER and LANCASTER ; 
nearly as many as were registered in the last winter quarter. Diphtheria, scar- 
latina, measles, and typhoid fever, have prevailed in many districts. 

The 12,304 deaths in YORKSHIRE imply a heavy rate of mortality. Scarlatina 
and diphtheria occur over and over again in the Notes. Sheffield continues to suffer 
severely from these and other epidemics. 

Of the NortHERN CounTIEs, in which 6,590 persons died, Durham appears to 
have suffered most severely from various kinds of zymotic diseases ; scarlatina and 
diphtheria occupying conspicuous places in the registers. 

Diphtheria bas spread over the remotest parts of Wars. We find it in Haver- 
fordwest, in Cardiff, and in Corwen. The deaths in the Principality from all 
causes amounted to 8,250. 

It is a melancholy task to record the fatality of diseases arising through the 
neglect of sanitary arrangements in this and in other countries ; and to obser ve so 
much activity in inventing opportunities of destruction, with so much apathy in 
applying measures already invented for promoting the well-being of the population. 
Man is the only animal, Pliny says bitterly, that takes a pleasure in the destruction 
of his own species* : surely somebody will one day arise to teach the world the 
truer pleasure of saving mankind !

Remarks on the weather, during the Quarter: ending March 31st, 1859. By JAMES 
GraisuEr, Esq., F.R.S., §c., Sec. of the British Meteorological Society. 

Till the oth of January the temperature was alternately in excess and defect; the mean for the 
period was nearly that, of the average. On the roth of January a warm period set in, which 
continued throughout the quarter. The average daily excess of temperature for the 80 days from 
the roth of January to the 31st of March was 5°°3. In January the excess of temperature over | 
the average of 88 years was 4°°4, in February 4°°9, and in March it was 5°°5. Since 4771 the | 
temperature of the month of January has exceeded its average by 4° on 15 different occasions, the | 
last was in 1850; that of February has exceeded its average by 8° in 8 instances, the last was in | 
1850; and March has exceeded its average by 6° in 3 instances only, viz. in the years 1779, 
1780, and 1822. | 

In January the mean high day temperature and low night temperature were in excess by nearly | 
equal amounts; in February the mean high day temperature exceeded its average by 6°, and that 
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of the low night temperature by 3°; in March the mean high day temperature was 45° in excess, 
and that of the low night temperature was nearly 6° in excess; so that the days of February and 
the nights of March were remarkably warm. 

The mean of the three months ending the 31st of March was 43°°3 ; that of the average of 
88 years was 38°°4; so that the excess upon the whole quarter was very nearly 5°. 

For the same period in the year 1846 the mean was 43°°6; in 1822 was 43°°5, and there 
has been no other instance in which the mean temperature of the first three months has exceeded 
that of the present year since 1771, which is as far back as trustworthy records extend. 

The temperature of February exceeded that of January at places situated south of latitude — 

3° by 2° or 3°, except at Guernsey and in Cornwall and Devonshire, where the changes were very | 
small. North of the parallel of 53° February was somewhat colder than January. 

The temperature of March exceeded that in February by about 1° at Guernsey, in Cornwall and 
Devonshire, and by 2°, 39, and 4° in other places. 

The temperature of the dew-point was above its average in each month, but by less amount than 
the excess of temperature, consequently, although there was more water present in the air than 
usual, yet the air was less humid in each month than the average. 

The reading of the barometer was very high in January, and slightly in excess in February and 
March. The reading in February was about o*2 inch less than in January, and in March was 
slightly greater than in February at southern stations, and slightly less at northern stations. The 
readings in the three months were highest at southern stations, gradually decreasing to the lowest 
at northern stations. 

The fall of rain was éeficient in each month at all the southern stations, excepting Cornwall and / 
Devonshire ; only one half of the average fell in January and February. At Greenwich the fall/ 
of rain in the five years ending 1853 was 131 inches; in the five years ending 1858 was 104 inches; ; 


the difference exceeds one year’s fall. 
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This deficiency is not so great at northern stations, and a marked difference in this respect was 
experienced at some places in the past quarter, for instance, the Rev. A. Weld of Stonyhurst says, 
“The weather has been so wet that scarcely anything can be done on the ground ; no one remembers 
so damp and wet a season :” whilst the Rev. J. Slatter of Rose Hill near Oxford says, “ The: 


great absence of rain has produced much low fever, &c.” 
W. Burdon, Esq., of Bristol, reports a remarkable rain which fell there on the 11th, 12th, and! 


13th of March, amounting to 3°29 inches. : | 
The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the quarter ending February, constituting thes 


three winter months, was 41°°5, being 3°°8 above the average of 88 years.

Tuts Return comprises the Brrus and Dearus registered by 2197 Registrars in 
all the districts of England during the spring quarter that ended on June 3oth, 
1859; and the MarriaGEs in 12,359 churches or chapels, about 4109 registered places 
of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 631 Superintendent 
Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended on March 31st, 1859. 

The returns are altogether of a satisfactory character ; the mortality is below 
the average, the births are more numerous than usual, and the people, taking a 
cheerful view of their prospects in life, have married in unusual numbers. 


MARRIAGES. 

79,858 persons married in the first three months of the present year ; and the 
marriages in the quarter were at the rate of 1°462 per cent. per annum. The 
average rate of the corresponding quarter was 1°403 ; and in the winter of 1858 it 
was only I*254. 10,790 persons married who would have remained unmarried had 
the marriages amounted to the same number as in the previous winter quarter. 

The increase of marriages took place in every division, and was most con- 
siderable in the manufacturing districts. In Lancashire 8310 persons married in 
the winter quarter of the past | year, 10,692 in the winter quarter of the present 
year.

2 Increase of Population, the Weather, and Price of Provisions. 


BIRTHS. 


175,727 births were registered in the three months that ended on June 3oth; 
and the rate of birth was 3°577 per cent. per annum. Thisis somewhat above the 
average rate. 

INCREASE OF POPULATION. 


As the births amounted to 175,727, and the deaths to 105,778, the natural 
increase of the population of England and Wales was 69,949 ; or, on an average, 
769 daily. 

The natural increase of population was unusually great; and in the United 
Kingdom probably exceeded 1153 daily. 

42,939 emigrants, or 472 daily, sailed from the ports.of the United Kingdom at 
which there are Emigration Officers ; and 10,332 of the number, or after correcting 
for those undistinguished, probably 11,387 were of English origin. 4,390 sailed 
to the Australian colonies, 385 to the North American colonies, 5707 to the 
United States, and go5 to other places.* 


PRICES, THE WEATHER, AND PAUPERISM. 


The price of food, the state of employment, and the weather, influence the 
population to a great extent. 

The average price of wheat has risen from 4os. 8d. a quarter to 47s. 3d., which 
is 7 per cent. above the price of the corresponding spring quarter of the previous 
year. ‘The prices of beef and of mutton by’the carcase have gone up to 53d. and 
6d. a pound at the Leadenhall and Newgate Markets ; they are to and 9g per cent. 
higher than the spring prices of the previous year. . Potatoes were 97s. 6d. a ton 
at the Southwark market, or nearly a halfpenny a pound; and 40 per cent. cheaper 
than they were in the same months of last year. 

The weather in the months of April and May was rather warmer than usual; 
during June the temperature was almost always high, the average daily excess

having been 3° nearly. For six weeks (from April 11th to May 23d) the wind, 
as is usual at this period of the year, was mostly from the N.E., travelling at the. 
rate of nearly 100 miles daily ; during the quarter the average daily horizontal 
movement of the air was 88 miles. The humidity of the air was of nearly the 
average amount in April and May ; it was somewhat more humid in June. The 
rain-fall of the quarter was slightly above the average. It would seem, however, 
that the annual fall is diminishing, and it is stated that the deficiency in the 
last. five years is equal to the average fall of one year, viz. 25 inches. The 
meteorology of the different parts of the country is shown in Mr. Glaisher’s Tables. 

The average number of poor claiming relief, fell from 871,512 in the Spring 
quarter of last year, to 819,560 in the Spring quarter of the present year ; or 
pauperism declined 6 per cent. 


Z : STATE OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 

About 105,778 persons died in the three months which ended on June 3oth, for 
that number appears on the registers of the quarter ; and the rate of mortality 
was 2°153 per cent. or less by ‘061 than the average rate of the season. In the 
chief towns the mortality was at the rate of 2°238 per cent. less by ‘140 than 
‘the average of 2°378 per cent. In the districts of the country and of the small 
towns the mortality was lower (2°061) than it was in the denser districts ; but 
instead of improvement there is deterioration. Indeed the sanitary condition of 
the country districts around the large towns now demands strict attention. 

The mortality of all England if the same as in the 63 healthy districts would 
be at the rate of 17 in 1000, or exactly 84,207. These may for the present be

held to be natural deaths ; the excess of 21,571 over this number are undoubtedly 
unnatural deaths, and may be ascribed to the unfavourable sanitary conditions in 
which «# large portion of the population still lives. 

The to 5,778 deaths in the quarter, although less than the usual number, imply, 
according to the most reliable returns of ‘sickness, that about a million anda 
quarter of a million of people of all ages were on an average infirm or constantl 
sick during the season. ‘The quarter of a million sick would be healed by effective 
sanitary arrangements. ‘Thus, much labour that is now lost would be productive, 
and lives of great value ‘would be saved. The whole community would acquire 
fresh strength and vigour.’ Money which is expended on real: sanitary measures, 
such as have been carried out in Ely anda few other places, is the most 
profitable of all national investments ; for it is an augmentation of the power and 
of the productive life of the population. 

As at this season of the year many families leave the towns and go abroad to 
‘recruit their health, it may ‘be here remarked that, generally, the United Kingdom 
is the healthiest ‘country in Europe, and ‘that France, Norway, Sweden, and 
Switzerland stand next in rank. Of the European watering places few are known 
to be'so salubrious as those of England. They differ’ in ‘health in different years 
through the recurrence of epidemics, from which, owing to beeen seaie 
defects, they are still imperfectly defended. 

The mortality of some of the districts which ‘are rékoletéa to, it will be seen, 
was higher in'the last three months than 20 in’ 1000; and of these are) Bangor 
(24), Aberystwith (24), Whitby (26). The aggregate mortality of the three 
districts Ashborne, Bakewell, and Chapel-en-le-Frith, including Buxton, Matlock, 
and the country round, was at the rate of 23)in rooo, Of 10 districts which are 
resorted to for health, the mortality was at the annual rates: ranging from 1 3 to 17 
in 1000, 

The epidemics of the season chiefly to be dreaded are Mplchacin, which breaks 
out occasionally in unexpected places ; and diarrhea of a severe form, most: to. be 
apprehended in localities with water impure and defective drainage. Of the 
past prevalence of these epidemics, and of others, information will be found usually 
in the Registrars’ notes; their progress through ie summer can only be learnt -by 
personal i inquiries on the spot.

_ Kent and Surrey in the Sourm Eastern Division were generally healthy, and 
the rates of mortality were low. Lewes* and Brighton in, Sussex still experience 
high rates of mortality. Southampton and all the surrounding districts have been 
unhealthy ; small-pox, measles, whooping-cough, and scarlatina, have prevailed to 
an extent which must attract the attention of the local authorities. .The Wantage 
district of Berkshire experienced a heavy rate of mortality. 

'The Sourn Mipianp Counties are generally. below the average degree of 
euiiiscibys but in several of the districts of Hertfordshire and of Bedfordshire the 
mortality was low.. Northampton, where there has recently. been.a strike, con- 
tinued to suffer heavily at the hands.of death; 317 persons died in three months 

out-of a population of less than 34,000 in 1851 ; measles. and small-pox prevailed. 
The Nene drainage has been carried out, and continued floods have not covered the 
valley. Wisbeach, once so unhealthy, lost only 141 persons by death out, of a 
population exceeding that of Northampton (36,215). ‘The successful result of the 
drainage of the districts of the Nene will, it may be heped, lead the proprietors off 
the low, ill-drained: parts of the basin of the Thames, and of. our. other rivers, to 
imitate the spirited. conduct of the proprictors of that valley... 

‘In Essex the mortality was high in the. districts, of Rochford and, Tendring 
low in: the districts of Epping and Ongar, not far.from London... The r neice 
Bradwell sub-district, Maldon, speaks oe a sect, calling themselves ‘New: Lights,” 
whe abjure all medical skill; they lose many of their children. Bury St..Edmund’s 
in Suffolk offers a remarkable illustration of the evil. effects of putting off sanitary 
measures until the eleventh hour. _107 persons died there in the quarter out. of 
£3,900 people (in 1851). Measles. prevailed to a considerable! extent ; and typhus, 
or probably: typhoid fever, put 12 persons to death, in“ a locality of defective 
sanitary condition.” The attention of the sanitary commissioners was immediately 
directed to the remedy of the evil.. 

Several districts of Norfolk, St. Faiths, Loddon, Depwade, Walsingham, Docking, 
Freebridge, Luynn, and. King’s Lynn, experienced low: rates af mortality ; .ague 
+ seein in King’s Lynn. 

Wilts is cenerally healthy ; Dorsetshire suffered from erudite Barnstaple and 
tle other districts.of North Devon maintain their high character for -salubrity ; 
small-pox prevailed in Plympton St. Mary, and raised: the mortality, in’ some.of 
the other districts of South Devon. The mortality was above the average in the

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‘mining districts of Cornwall ; and in several districts of Somersetshire, which were 


visited by scarlatina and diphtheria. 

Westbury-on-Severn and Winchcomb were healthy districts of Gloucestershire ; ; 
the districts of Church Stretton at the foot of the Caradoc, Atcham around 
Shrewsbury, and Whitchurch, were healthy ; so was Lichfield. standing like a land 
of Goshen in Staffordshire. But generally the mortality was high in the counties 
of Salop and Hereford ; and it was excessively high in nearly all the districts of 
Staffordshire. It is greatly to be regretted that the physical condition of the hard- 
working population of this county should be so deplorable, while it has abundant 
wealth and power and the means of improvement at its disposal. 

Stourbridge in Worcestershire suffered severely from an epidemic of measles ; 
scarlatina and diphtheria prevailed in some districts ; Kidderminster and Evesham 
were the healthy districts of the county during the quarter. 

The mortality was high in Birmingham and in several other districts of 
Warwickshire ; Meriden, “Atherstone, Warwick, and Southam are healthy. The 
infant mortality continues excessive in the Holy Trinity sub-district of Coventry, 
which the registrar cannot ascribe to any other cause than parental neglect. 

The Norru Mipianp Counties were generally unhealthy, and diphtheria is 
still prevalent in many districts. Ashby-de-la-Zouch is the centre of an eruption 


of epidemics in Leicestershire ; Nottingham is another centre ; and nearly all the 


districts of Derbyshire have experienced high rates of mortality. In the Chester- 
field district 411 persons died out of a population in 1851 of 45,795, so bigh was 
the mortality. 

The Registrar of Arnold sub-district, near Nottingham, says: “’The increase of — 
“‘ mortality in this district is entirely from want of sanitary arrangements being 
“ carried out by the officers whose duty it is to attend to them. In Arnold alone, 
“ which comprises more than half the population, we are considerably worse in 
“ this respect than we were before our Local Board of Health was formed.” 

The deaths in Cheshire and Lancashire amounted to 16,756, or less by 1,144 
than the deaths in the spring quarter of the past year. The mortality of Liverpool 
is decreasing, so is that of Manchester. In the race of sanitary improvement these 
two flourishing towns have, however, much to achieve ere they arrive at the goal 
which the small town of Ely has already attained. Why do they not carry out at 
once the substantial sanitary works which would render hundreds of thousands of 
people healthy ? The fruit of the labours of their sanitary officers would then be 
abundantly apparent. 

The mortality is above the average in nearly ail the districts of these two 
populous counties. 

The 11,601 deaths in Yorkshire slightly exceed the quarter’s numbers of the 
preceding year. In Bradford 1184 persons died ; Leeds and Hunslet 1250. The 
mortality of Sheffield and the surrounding districts increases. Hull and Patrington 
have become much healthier than they were. The mortality of some of the 
districts of the North and East Ridings is below the average ; and that the West 
Riding should remain unhealthy every one must see with regret. ‘The population 
succeeds in every manufacture except that of health. 

Diphtheria, scarlatina, small-pox, and other causes have raised the mortality 
above the average in Durham and Cumberland; the northern districts of North- 
umberland are still among the healthiest in England. _ 

Many districts of Wares and Monmovurusuire are infested by epidemics; 
measles, diphtheria, and scarlatina are mentioned by the registrars. 

The following districts were exceedingly healthy: Chepstow, Narberth in 
Pembrokeshire, Cardigan, Builth, Rhayader in Radnorshire, and Anglesey. Islands 
are always the healthiest parts of the world ; and in the last quarter Anglesey 
was apparently healthier than the Isle of Wight.

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18 On the Weather during the Quarter ending June 30th, 1859. 


Remarks on the weather, during the Quarter ending 30th of June 1859. By JAmMEs 
GuaIsHER, Hsq., F.R.S., &c., Sec. of the British Meteorological Society. 


Till the 11th of April the air was warm, being 7° above the average. The excesses on the 6th and 

7th were as large as 16° and 173° respectively ; from April 8th till May 23d the air was for the 
' most part cold, and the average daily defect was 23° nearly; and from May 24th 1 to the end of the 
quarter it was almost always warm ; the average daily excess of temperature was 3° nearly. 

Till April 11th the wind was from the S.W., passing at the rate of 170 miles daily ; from 
April 11th to May 23d it was mostly N.E., with a daily horizontal movement of nearly 100 miles; 
from May 24th till June 20th it was N.E. and S.4., and 8.W. from June 2ist till the end of the 
quarter. ‘The average daily movement for these last 37 days was 55 miles. 

The mean temperatures of April was 0°*1, of May 0°°3, and that of June 2°°3, above their 
averages for the last 18 years. ‘The high day temperatures in April were 0°°1 below, i in May 0° 6 
above, and in June 2°-s above, their averages. ‘The low night temperatures in April were 0° 3° 
above, in May 0°° 2 below, and in June 2°’ 9 above, their averages. Therefore both night and day 
temperatures in the months cf April and May were very nearly those of their average values.; 
and both these elements were high in June, and therefore the days and nights in this month. 
were warm. 

The mean temperature of May exceeded that in April at Guernsey by 24°, which was the 
smallest value; at Southern and Midland stations it was irom 5° to 7°; at Northern stations the 
excess was from 7° to 10°; and at Stonyhurst it was 114°, which was the largest increase. 

The mean temperature of June exceeded that of May by quantities varying from 5° to 8° at 
most stations ; but by somewhat less amounts at extreme Northern stations than elsewhere. 

The mean temperature of the dew-point was below its average value in April, and above it in 
May and June. The mean degree of humidity of the air in April and May was very nearly of its’ 
average values, and was in excess in June. ‘The air, therefore, in June was somewhat humid. 

The reading of the barometer was below the average in April and June, and somewhat above it 
in May. It increased from April to May at all places; by about oi inch at Guernsey, increasing 
‘to o*2 inch in the Midland Counties, and to nearly o*3 inch at Northern stations. It slightly - 

increased from May to June at extreme Southern stations, and diminished in the Mid-Counties, 
gradually increasing in amount to o*1 inch at Northern stations. The results at Aspley and - 
Harwarden are exceptional, both places indicating an increase. 

The fall of ren in the quarter was nearly that of its average. The deficiency from the beginning 
of the year is 12inch. The deficiency in the years 1854, 1855, 1856, 1857, and 1858, amounts to 
the average fall sof one year; viz. 25 inches. From a careful examination of the fall of rain from: 
the year 1815, it would seem that the annual fall is becoming smaller, and that there is but little 
probability that this large deficiency will be made up by excesses in future years. 

The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the three months ending May, constituting | 
the three Spring months, was 48° 7, being 2°° 3 above the average of 88 years.

Tus Return comprises the Birrns and DEArus registered by 2197 Registrars in 
all the districts of England during the summer quarter that ended on September 3oth, 
1859; and the Marrtaces in 12377 churches or chapels, about 4158 registered places 
of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 631 Superintendent 
Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended on June 3oth, 1859. 

The returns present a favourable view of the state of the country. The 
marriages increased as they do when the prospect of life among the working classes 
is cheering. Thousands of children in excess of the average were born ; the rate 
of mortality diminished ; and the population increased at an unusual rate. 

As the diminution in the rate of mortality took place in the towns it may be 
fairly ascribed to the prosperous state of trade, to the supply of better water, the 
abolition of cesspools, the purification of the air, and the various sanitary works 
which many of them have carried out.

Marriages, Births, Deaths. 


MARRIAGES. 


84,090 persons married in the quarter that ended on June 3oth, or 4,272 in 
excess of the numbers who married in the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The marriage rate was 1°712; the average of the quarter being 1°698. In 
England marriages are more numerous in the spring quarter than in the first 
three months of the year; but they are always most numerous in the Christmas. 
quarter. 

BIRTHS. 


The births of 168,311 children were registered in the quarter that ended on 
September 30th. The number is 10,862 in excess of the births in the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year. The birth-rate in the quarter was 3°377; the average 
being 3°246. 

INCREASE OF POPULATION. 

63,972 was the excess of the number of births over the number of deaths, and 
that was therefore the natural increase of the population of England and Wales in 
92 days. On an average 695 were added to the population daily, and the probable 
daily increase of the population of the United Kingdom was 1042, which at the 
ordinary rates of mortality will supply 347 men daily of the age of 20. The 
youth of the country are growing at such a rate as to add a battalion to its strength 
every two or three days. A certain number of them are transplanted, and go to 
people the colonies, 

34,864 emigrants sailed during the quarter, or 379 men, women, and children 
on an average daily, from the ports of the United Kingdom at which there are 
government agents ; of whom about 12,464 were of English origin.*

PRICES, THE WEATHER, AND PAUPERISM. 


The price of wheat has remained steadily at nearly the same figure for a year 
and nine months; and during the last three months it has been 44s. a quarter. 
This steadiness of price in an article of large consumption has a salutary effect. 

Beef has been 54d. a pound, mutton 53d. a pound by the carcase at Leadenhall 
and Newgate markets. The price of beef is the same as it was in the corresponding 
quarter of 1858, and the eighth of a penny less than it was in 1857; the price 
of mutton in the same quarters was 53d., 54d., and 53d. The average prices of the 
higher qualities of the two meats decreased 4d. in the pound ; or beef from 64d. to 
6jd.; mutton 7d. to 63d. Potatoes were sold at the rate of 85s. a ton at the 
waterside market, Southwark ; in the corresponding quarters of two previous years 
the prices were 105s. and 77s. 6d. The prices of the present year, like the tempe- 
ratures of the seasons, occupy an intermediate position between those of 1857, 
when they were higher, and 1858, when they were lower. 

The mean temperature of the quarter was 62°°8, or 3°°3 above the average 
temperature of the season during 88 years. The excessive heat was accumulated 
chiefly in July, when the mean temperature was 68°°1; while on July r2th the 
air in the shade reached 924°, and 93° on the 13th and the 18th; so that during 
10 Successive days the mean temperature of day and night exceeded 70°, a thing 
unprecedented during the period over which correct observations extended. 
The air was drier (*72) than usual; but the rain-fall (8:2 inches) somewhat 
exceeded the quarterly average. ‘The thermometer on the grass never fell below

40° in July and August, whereas it usually falls several times to the freezing point 
of water. Pauperism is below the average in the kingdom. The average number 
of paupers in receipt of relief during the quarter was 783,449, or less by about 
29,000 than the numbers receiving relief in the corresponding quarters of the two 
previous years. 


STATE OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


104,339 persons died in the last quarter. This number is 6079 in excess of the 
deaths, 98,260, in the corresponding summer quarter of last year; and the rate of 
mortality, 2°093 per cent., is below the average (2° 138) ; the excess in that average 
being due to the epidemics of cholera. 


A certain number of the deaths in the quarter may be set down as natural 
deaths, and they would not have exceeded 73,533 if the mortality in sixty-three 
districts of England, by no means in unexceptionable sanitary condition, be taken 
as the standard. The 30,806 deaths in excess of that number are unnatural 
deaths, the results of causes which it is the duty of every member of the community 
to endeavour to remove. 


It is a remarkable fact that the mortality of the quarter,in the small towns and 
the country parishes was above their average, to the extent of more than onze death 
annually out of every 1000 living. A still greater excess might have been 
expected in the large town districts, whereas the reverse was observed ; the mortality 
having been at the rate of 2 in 1000 less than the average. ‘The summer mortality 
in the town districts was formerly to that of the rest of the country as 26 to 18; 
in the last quarter it was as 23 to 19; and the difference will undoubtedly be 
still less considerable when all the dense districts are supplied with pure water, 
and with the means of returning all their refuse to the fields as manure in an 
innoxious state. : 


The deaths in London during the quarter exceeded the average. The “high 
temperature facilitated the decomposition of the impure refuse under the houses, 
in the streets, and in the river. Diarrhcea was unusually fatal all over the London 
area; scarlatina and diphtheria were epidemic. In the surrounding divisions the 
mortality was also above the average, as there the same diseases prevailed, with 
variable degrees of severity. In Kent diphtheria was the cause of several deaths 
in Brenchley near Tonbridge, Aldington, Wingham, and Deal. In New Romney,

of the Romney Marsh district, remittent fever was prevalent and fatal ; to 9 births 
there were 31 deaths. The deaths in Brighton amounted to 423 ; in the Worthing 
district to 84. The Broadwater Registrar says :—“ The deaths are 20 per cent. 
** below the average, very few having occurred in the town of Worthing, namely, 
only 17 out of a population, including visitors, of 8000. The deaths in the 
previous quarter were only 20. JI attribute this result principally to the complete 
sanitary measures carried out in the town, under the supervision of the Board of 
“ Health.” When will all the English watering places carry out “complete 
“ sanitary measures,” and thus assert their superiority over foreign places of 
resort ? 

The districts of Portsea Island and of Alverstoke are not naturally healthy ; the 
sites are low, and the water is probably impure; but measures might be adopted 
for diminishing the great numbers of deaths from such diseases as diarrhea. The 
sanitary state of the rising town of Southampton is not satisfactory ; 240 persons 
died in the district. Northampton and its neighbourhood are still suffering from | 
epidemics. The few districts around Wisbeach have not experienced high rates 
of mortality ; but fever and diarrhoea have been very prevalent in some parishes. 
The excess of mortality in the First Ward, Colchester, is ascribed by the registrar, 
“ mainly to fever of a typhoid type, chiefly among patients in the Camp Hospital, 
“* to diarrheea, and to phthisis.”. The mortality in the Norwich district is lower 
than it was ; but diarrhcea was common and fatal. In the East Wymer sub-district 
“ the large number of deaths (18) from atrophy seems, on inquiry, to depend on 
“‘ improper food, from the mothers not suckling their children, as they say it would 
** interfere too much with their work.” 


In the SourH WesTERN Division, Wilts, Dorset, and Devon suffered an un- 
usually high rate of mortality ; scarlatina, diphtheria, and small-pox have proved 
fatal in many cases. ‘ Sanitary arrangements are far from good in many houses” 
not only of Abbotsbury, where 3 deaths occurred in one house over drains in the 
worst possible condition, but it is to be feared in many other parts of these great 
counties. 


In the West Mipitanp Countizs the deaths amounted to 12,675. The health 
of several of the Stafford districts is still bad. Measles, scarlatina, diarrhoea, and 
typhus have been fatal; in several houses of Bilston two and three children have 
been carried off by measles. “I fear,” says the Registrar, “that often little notice 
“ is taken of illness until secondary symptoms appear, when medical aid is too 
‘late. Persons first apply to a druggist, and afterwards to a medical man, but 
“ not till the day before death.” 


The Nortu Mipianp Counties have suffered in various parts from diphtheria ; 
the low marshy districts have been severely visited ; but the deaths (6467) do not 
imply in the county aggregates higher rates of mortality than usual. 


In LANCASHIRE and CHESHIRE the deaths (15,509) are in numbers below those 
registered in the summer quarters of the two preceding years. The mortality is 
below that of preceding years in Liverpool, and will be still lower when all the 
required sanitary works are carried out. The expenditure up to the present 
time has borne ample fruits.

In YoRKSHIRE 10,983 deaths were registered. The rate of mortality is lower 
than itwas. Yorkshire, lying between the Humber and the Tees,—lofty moorlands, 
and the German Ocean,— is now occupied by nearly two millions of people, living 
much in aggregated masses, but with families characteristically distributed in four 
hundred thousand separate dwellings. The varieties of the geological strata — 
the coal and iron of the earth—the plains and hills, feeding flocks of sheep, and 
horses -— the rapid hill streams, and the smooth waters easily made navigable far 
into the interior from the Humber—the position between Lancashire and Germany 
—between Ireland and the North of Europe—enabled a hardy intelligent race of 
men, not only to obtain all the ordinary products of the English soil, but to found 
the chief manufactories of woollen goods in the world. The men of the West 
Riding became the clothiers of mankind. And so intent were they on their work,

that the health of the workpeople was sacrificed, and the race in a few generations 
must have degenerated. But a reaction set in; Lord Shaftesbury’s Bill, 
limiting the hours of children’s labour, was first agitated at Bradford, and pro- 
moted actively by some of the heads of the leading firms. The first temperance 
society, it is said, was formed in this centre. As substitutes for insalubrious 
processes, exquisite pieces of mechanism not only card but comb the wool, spin 
it, weave it, dye it, and finally convert the fleeces of England, with the fleeces of 
Germany, cad the puet wools of Australia, either alone, or combined with cotton, 
silk, and alpaca, into the finest textures ; which vie in beauty and utility with the 
furs of animals, or the gayer plumage of birds. The workpeople are now in 
average town health ; and through the incessant noises of machinery are often 
heard as the day declines pleasant voices singing the concerted songs of the 
Bradford minstrels. 


The mortality of Yorkshire, during the ten years 1841-50, was at the rate = 
23 in 1000; so 6 in rooo died in excess of the deaths out of the same numbers 
living in comparatively healthy districts ; and the unnatural deaths in the ten 
years amounted to 101,195. The loss of life in Yorkshire was unequally distri- 
buted ; in the North Riding the mortality was at the rate of 19, inthe East Riding 
(with York) 24, and in the West Riding 23 in 1000. The climate of Yorkshire is 
not naturally unhealthy; in the Guisbrough District the mortality was at the 
low rate of 16 in Iooo, in Easingwold it was 17, in eight districts it was 18; upon 
the other hand the mortality in the Hull District was at the rate of 31 in 1000, 
Sculcoates 25, Leeds district 30, Hunslet apis ie parts of the borough of Lees) 
25; Bradford 25 in 1000. 


As Yorkshire chimneys do not yet consume their own smoke, it covers whole 
districts, and is necessarily consumed by the people; its producers say, with 
medicinal effect, which may, however, well be questioned. If we suppose, for a 
moment, all the causes of mortality suddenly to become visible like smoke over 
Yorkshire, then the disease particles will be seen to hang densely over Hull, 
Sheffield, Leeds, York, and their environs, less densely over the Southern Districts, 
and the "East Districts of the coast, clearing as you ascend the rivers to their 
sources in the moors, and almost disappearing over Easingwold, and be Guisbrough 
District by the side of the sea and the waters of the Tees. 


- Bradford has commenced various works which have already reduced the mortality ; 
in the fourteen years 1841-54 the people of the Bradford district died at the rate 
of 26 in rooo annually; while the mortality during the three years 1855—57 has 
been nearly at the rate of 21 in 1000. Mr. Hudson, the town clerk, has shown 
at the meeting of the National Association, that a part of this satisfactory result 
is fairly referable to sanitary measures. The full water supply, and the rapid 
removal of the entire refuse of the town to the surrounding land, are still on 
hand; and when these salutary measures are achieved, and others that an intel- 
ligent medical health officer will suggest, Bradford will realize benefits which ail the 
county will desire to share. The race of Yorkshire men, instead of degenerating, 
will then every year grow finer ; more vigorous, more intelligent, better.

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18 On the Weather during the Quarter ending September 30th, 1859. 


Remarks on the weather, during the Quarter ending 30th of September 1859. By JAMES 
GLAISHER, Esq, F.R.S., &¥e., Sec. of the British Meteorological Society. 

From the beginning of the quarter till the 27th of August the weather was unusually fine and 
hot ; the heat during some parts of July was excessive. The excess of heat for the 51 days 
ending August 27th averaged 44° daily. From August 28th to September 22d a cold period pre- 
vailed; the defect of temperature averaged 15° daily ; and from eas 23d to the end of the 
quarter the temperature was daily in excess to ‘the average amount of 43 

The month of July was warm throughout, the temperature of the air in the shade reached 924° 
on the 12th, and 93° on both the 13th and 18th days; the mean temperature of these days was 
G5 ee? ane Tao respectively, and on seven other days in the month the mean temperature 
of the 24 hours exceeded 70°. In the years 1826 and 1837 the mean temperature exceeded 70° 
on nine days; but back to the year 1814 there is no instance of 1o days in the month of July of 
such high temperature. It sometimes happens that several years together pass, as in the years 
1838, 1839, 1840, 1841, and 1842, without any instance of a mean temperature for the day reaching 
70°, and there was but one only in each of the three following years 1842, 1843, and 1844. 

The mean temperature of the month, as might be expected from the preceding facts, was remark- 
able ; it was 68°°1 ; whilst its average, as found from 88 years consecutive observations, is 61°°4; 
the excess of temperature, therefore, for the whole month was no less than 6°°7.. The temperature 
of this month is very remarkable in another respect ; the highest monthly temperature in any 
month in the 88 preceding years was 67° in the year 1778, and the temperature of this month 
exceeds this by 1°°1, and therefore the temperature of July stands out as the highest monthly 
temperature ever experienced as far back as trustworthy records extend. | 

The mean high day temperature of July was 81°°8, exceeding its average by 84°. In the year 
1831 it was 76°°6, 1846 was 77°°9, 1847 was 80°°6, and in 1852 was 77°°8. The high day tem- 
peratures were therefore remarkably high. 

The mean low night temperature was 540° 2s being 4°*1 above the average. The nights were there- 
fore warm, but the high temperature of the month was mostly attributable to excess of day temperature. 

The month of August was for the most part warm ; its mean temperature was 634°, showing an 
excess of 3° nearly. The mean of the high day temperatures was 76°°1, being 3°°9 in excess. 
The mean low night temperature was 544°, differing but little from its average for the month; so that 
the excess of temperature this month also was almost wholly attributable to high day temperature. 

September was chiefly cold till the 22d, and very warm from the 23d; its mean temperature was 
562°, being 4° above the average of 88 years. 

The mean “temperature for the three months ending September was 62°°8. For the same period 
in the years 1779 it waS 63°°2, 1818 it was 63°°5, 1846 was 62°°6, and 1857 was 63°°3; in all 
other years since 1771 it has been less than 623°; so that in three corresponding periods only, 
during an interval of 88 years, the temperature of the past three months has been exceeded. 

The mean temperature of the 9 months ending September is 53°°3, exceeding the average by 3°° 3. 

The temperature of every month of this year has been in excess; similarly, every month up to 
September in the years 1781, 1835, and 1846 were in excess ; in both the years 1822 and 1835 
eight of the nine months were in excess. ‘The sum of the excesses in 1781 was 16°°7, in 1822 
yas 26°°1, in 1834 was 17°°1, in 1835 was 15°°1, in 1846 was 36°'5, and in the year 1859 was 


29°°3. So that in one instance only, viz., in 1846, has the temperature of the first nine months of ~ 


this year been exceeded in 88 years. 

The mean temperature of the dew-point was above its average value in July, was about its 
average in August, and below it in September. The amount of water present in the air was there- 
fore greater than usual in July, of the ordinary amount in August, and less in September. The 
excess, however, of temperature in July being greater than the excess of temperature of the dew- 
point, and the comparative high temperature of the other two months, caused the degree of humidity 
of the air to be less than usual throughout the quarter. 

The pressure of the atmosphere was greater than its average in July, of nearly its usual value in 
August, and was less in September. The decrease in the readings of the barometer from one ge to 
month was about 0° 1 inch, and was unusually uniform all over the country. 


The decrease of temperature from July to August was from 2° to 3° at places situated near to ~ 


the sea ; it amonwicd to 4°, 5°,-or.6° at places inland, situated between 51° and 53° of latitude ; 
and was 2°, 3°, or 4° at places north of the parallel pT-63°. 


The fall of re in the quarter exceeded its average by o'7 inch. The deficiency upon the year | 


is thus reduced to } inch only. 

The temperature of vegetation, as indicated by the readings of a thermometer with its bulb placed 
on grass, was never below 40° in the months of July and August; a most remarkable circumstance. 
In the month of September a thermometer thus placed read once 35°, and on eight other occasions 
between 35° and ae During one entire night in September the temperature of vegetation never 
descended below 647°; whilst in July and August the highest readings were 60°. Usually the 
temperature of vegetation descends to that of the ‘freezing point of water several times during 
three months, and is liable to do so every month in the year. This long continued great heat 
cannot but exercise a great influence on vegetation, 

It is very desirable to ascertain the effects of the high temperature of the current period upon 
public health, agriculture, and vegetation generally. ‘These perhaps may be best ascertained by 
comparing the results of the present year with those of other years of contrary character, Le., 
those remarkable for low temperatures. The following are those thus distinguished ; 1771, 1773, 
1784, 1785, 1786, 1799, 1814, 1816, 1814, 1820, 1823, “and 1845, and of these, perhaps, the year 
1816 exhibits the greatest contrasts as compare? with the present year. The monthly temperatures 
of the years 1816 and 1859 are as follow :

; eee remaining months it was greater by the wuantities in the lowest iin >of the above table. 
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The sum of the differences in the first eight months is 50°°2, or averaging 5°°6 monthly. The 
temperatures 53°°1 in June and 54°'5 in July 1816 are the lowest recorded within the period of 
88 years for those months, and 68°°1 is the highest in July in the same period ; the difference, 
13°’ 6, shows the extreme range of monthly temperature in this month,—a summer month,—and 
clearly shows the necessity of long continued observations in this country, to determine average 
_ or true values. 


The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the three months ending August, constituting 
the three summer months, was 64°: 3, being 4°° 3 above the average of 88 years.

Thunder storms occurred or thunder was heard and lightning seen on the 2d and 3d of July 
at places south of latitude 52°. On the 4th at Worthing, Clifton, St. John’s Wood, Aspley, Norwich, 
and the Isle of Man ; on the 11th at Worthing; on the 18th at places lying between the latitudes 
49° and 54°; on the 19th at Worthing, Stonyhurst, York, Scarborough, Isle of Man, and St. Paul’s 
Parsonage ; on the 20th in most parts of the country, but principally in the north; on the 21st, 22d, 
and 23d in the Southern and Midland Counties generally, and at Scarborough and Leeds; on the 
1st of August at Wakefield; on the 3d and 4th at Helston and Nottingham; on the 13th at 
Guernsey ; on the 14th at Guernsey and Fairlight; on the 15th at Cardington and Holkham ; on 
the 25th in the Southern and Midland Counties generally ; on the 27th in the Midland and Northern 
Counties generally; on the 29th at Battersea; and on the 30th at Fairlight, London, Oxford, 
and Cardington. On the 4th of September at Fairlight; on the 6th at Grantham, Belvoir, and 
Holkham ; on the 12th at Royston; on the 13th at Clifton; on the 21st and 22d at Manchester; 
and on the 25th at Fairlight and Stonyhurst. / 

Thunder was heard but lightning was not seen at different places on 15 days in July ; on 12 in 
August ; and on § in September. 

Lightning was seen but thunder was not heard on g days in July ; on 6 days in August ; and 
on g days in September. 

Hail fell on the 18th, 20th, 21st, and 31st of July. On the 30th of August at Guernsey, Truro, 
Clifton, and London ; and on the i1oth, 13th, 21st, and 29th of September. 

Fog was prevalent on 13 days in July, on 17 days in August, and on 8 days in September. It was 
generally partial and very thin. 

Solar halos were seen 29 days during the quarter. 

Lunar halos were seen on g nights during the quarter. 

Aurore were seen from all parts of the country on August 12th, 28th, and 29th. On ist of 
September at Clifton near Bristol and Hawarden; on the 2d at Clifton, London, Nottingham, and 
North Shields; on the 3d and 4th at places north of latitude 51°; on the 5th at places north of 
latitude 53°; on the 8th at Nottingham; on the 21st and 23d at Aldershot; on the 24th and 25th 
at places north of 51°; on the 26th at Nottingham; and on the 29th at places north of 51°. 

Wheat was cut in the South of England on the 11th of July, and in the North about the end of 

the month, 

_ Barley was cut in the South about the 13th of July, and in the North at the beginning of August. 
Rye was cut at southern stations about the 19th of July, and in the North about the roth of August. 
Oats were cut at southern stations about the middle of July, and at northern stations about a month 

later. 

Apples aud pears were ripe at southern stations about the 8th of July, and at northern stations 
about the end of the month.

Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended on September 3oth, 1859. 

The last Quarterly Return of 1859 presents satisfactory results. The country has 
recovered from the depression of 1858. The marriage rate, which had been 
low in the two previous years, approached the average. A great number of 
children in excess of the average were born; and, notwithstanding the severe 
weather, the mortality was nearly at the usual rate in the last quarter of the 


year.

2 Marriages, Births, Deaths. 


The accounts of the Year 1859 are now made up, and they show in satisfactory 
contrast an increase in the birth-rate, a decrease in the death-rate of England 
and Wales. 


MARRIAGES. 

49,852 persons married in the summer quarter that ended on September solh 
and the marriage-rate was 1‘602. This isa great increase on the numbers marrying 
in the corresponding quarter of the previous year, when the marriage-rate was 
1°568. The average marriage-rate of the season is 1°623. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 170,091 children were registered in the quarter that ended on 
December 31st. The number is 12,084 in excess of the number registered in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year. The birth-rate was 3°402; it is the 
highest on record. The average of the season is 3°197- 

689,558 children were registered in the year, or 18389 daily. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION. 


The births exceeded the deaths by 60,641, and that was therefore nearly the 
natural increase of the population in 92 days. Thus the population of England 
and Wales increased at the rate of 659 daily ; and the probable natural increase of 
the population of the United Kingdom was 988 daily. 

In the year the excess of births over deaths was 248,309, or 680 daily in 
England and Wales; in the United Kingdem the natural increase must have 
exceeded 1000 daily.

24,118 emigrants sailed from the ports of the United Kingdom at which there 
are Government emigration officers, and about 9894 of them were of English 
origin. During the year 120,432 emigrants sailed from our shores, of whom about 

40,245 were English, 12,077 Scotch, 62,841 Irish, and 5269 were forcigners.* 


PRICES, THE WEATHER, AND PAUPERISM. 


The prices of food, the weather, and the state of employment influence, to a 
certain extent, the births, deaths, and marriages of the population. 

Wheat was sold at the average rate of 43s. 4d. a quarter during the last thirteen 
weeks of the year 1859; in the corresponding weeks of 1857 and 1853, the price 
was 52s. and 41s. 9d. ‘The price of this great article of food fluctuated little, and 
has been moderate during the last two years. The average price of beef by the 
earcase at Leadenhall and Newgate markets was 5id., of mutton 53d. a pound. 
The price of meat fluctuates less than the price of bread; but taking the mean of 
the two articles, the price has followed the same course as the price of wheat. So 
the price of potatoes, which fluctuates largely, and has an evident effect on the

public health, was 140s., 87s. 6d., and 102s, 6d. a ton in the last thirteen weeks 
of the three years 1857, 1858, and 1859. 

The meteorology of the season was remarkable for its excesses of heat and cold. 
Very severe weather set in on October 21st; it was followed by a warm week 
(November 1st-8th); then the cold weather returned, and became intense, the tem- 
perature falling all over the country below the freezing point of water (32°), aud in 
many places descending below i0°. At Norwich the low point of 1° was 
observed ; at Holkham 3°8°; at Lampeter 2° below zero. The weather after 
December 23d, became again unusually warm until the end of the year. The 
rain-fall was 8°7 in. ; or 1°6in. above the average of the season. Nearly 26 in. 
of rain fell in the year; or half an inch in excess of the average. In the four 
previous years the rain-fall was deficient. | 

Pauperism has gradually declined; the average number of paupers in receipt 
of relief during the last thirteen weeks of 1857~8-9, were respectively 859,756, 


826,655, and 793,391. 
STATE OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


109,4%0 deaths were registered in the last guarter of the year 1859, and the 
mortality was at the rate of 2°189 per cent. per annum. This is slightly above 
the average rate (2°183); but is much below the rates in the corresponding 
quarters of the two previous years (2°263 and 2°402),. 

In the last year 441,249 deaths were registered ; and the mortality was at the 
rate of 2°231 per cent.; or rather more than 224 died out of 1000 living. 

By a careful induction, drawn from an extensive series of observations on various 
portions of the population, it appears that the deaths should not have exceeded 
322,616 in the year, at what may be provisionally called the natural rate, actually 
prevailing in sixty-three districts of the country. The 118,633 deaths in excess 
of this number were, therefore, unnatural deaths. 

If we divide the population into two nearly equal parts, the town population, it is 
found, died at the rate of nearly 25 in 1000; the country population at the rate of

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19 in 1000 on an average during ten previous autumn quarters. In the last 
quarter the mortality of the towns was between one and two in 1000 below the 
average. This reduction may be fairly referred to the full employment of the 
people in the manufacturing districts, and to the partial sanitary improvements 
which have been made in several large towns. That it is not the effect of the 
weather, or of any universal cause, is proved by the fact that in the country and 
small town districts the mortality rose from the average of rg to 20 deaths out of 
1000 living. 

The diseases of the lungs were unusually fatal. in consequence of the severity of 
the weather ; and the new form of throat disease (diphtheria) has caused much 
sickness, and in some places has destroyed many lives. 

Fever has also been unusually prevalent in certain districts. Pathologists now dis- 
tinguish three kinds of fever which have been hitherto confounded together; and are 
still apparently undistinguished by a certain number of medical practitioners. The 
typhoid fever, or typhia as it may be called to distinguish it from typhus, Dr. South- 
wood Smith, Dr. Murchison, and others have shown is a kind of night-soil fever. 
It was the cause of many deaths in families during the quarter. Thus in the 
sub-district of Lyncombe, near Bath, the Registrar reports five cases of typhoid 
fever at Oldfield Cottage ; three had terminated fatally, and another death was 
hourly expected. The deceased young ladies, aged 19, 18, and 15, were the 
daughters of a lieutenant-colonel, who expressed his conviction that imperfect 
drainage was the cause of his most distressing loss. ‘This fever has prevailed at 
Bedford ; rich and poor have been affected. ‘Twenty-six deaths from it have hap- 
pened in the town during the last three months. People are suddenly attacked 
with considerable irritability of the bowels ; tenderness of the right iliac region, 
gurgling of the bowels, the eruption of rose-coloured spots, delirium, and some- 
times perforation of the intestines follow. Relapses are frequent. Foul cesspools 
are numerous in the town, and the drainage is very defective. The soil is mostly 
gravelly, porous, and affected by soakage. Water contamination is frequent. A 
wheelwright’s wife, aged 37, died of the fever on October 31st ; a labourer’s wife, 
aged 25,on November 16th ; a dairyman’s son, aged 23, on December 7th; a 
physician’s daughter, aged 20, on December 15th; a captain’s daughter, aged 18, 
on December 18th ; a dealer’s son, aged 26, on December 21st ; and the curate, 
aged 24, died of the same low fever, with hemorrhage, on December 28th. These 
tragical losses would undoubtedly be less frequent, nay would not be sustained, if 
the earth, air, and water of the town were effectively purified. More than fifty 
cases of the fever occurred in~the small village of Hartfield (Hast Grinstead, 
Sussex), where the drainage has been much neglected and the sanitary arrange- 
ments of the houses generally are bad. The fever has been very prevalent at 
Newport, and its neighbourhood, in the Isle of Wight; it destroyed 13 lives. At 
Lemsford, in the Hatfield district, on the banks of the Lea, several persons were 
attacked, and two died. When this disease enters a house it generally attacks 
several members of the same family. The Registrars cite instances. The introduc- 
tion of the disease can sometimes be traced ; thus, a woman went to Yarmouth to 
nurse her daughter, who died, and was brought to Billingford to be buried. 
Afterwards the mother, a daughter aged 24 years, and a son aged 14 years, died 
of the same fever. Two more members of the family were attacked, but are now 
better. The house stands apart, and the disease has not extended to any other 
family. Portland is crowded by men employed in the Government works ; and 
_yet patients suffering from small-pox, measles, or typhoid fever are, the Registrar 
complains, distributed in private lodgings, among the inhabitants ; he has registered 
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one death by fever. Other illustrations of the fatal prevalence of typhoid fever 
will be found in the registrars’ Notes. 

Cholera and diarrhcea have proved fatal in the Pontefract sub-district. In 
Glass Houghton, a township of about 200 inhabitants, 12 deaths were registered 
in--1-7 dts. (Oct. 1st-17th); they all died of cholera and diarrhwa. The dwellings 
in which the disease raged were badly ventilated, and in a low damp locality. Of 
the same diseases 15 persons died in Castleford and Whitwood. The people had 
been allowed to deposit dung and other offal near a well whieh supplied the 
streets to which the disease was mainly confined ; and the heavy rains had washed 
the dirt into the water. 

The returns afford evidence of the efficacy of sanitary measures. Thus the 
fever which had prevailed some time in the camp at Colchester, continued during 
October and November. An inquiry was instituted; sanitary measures were 
probably adopted, and no death from fever occurred in camp or town during 


December, which was unusually healthy. The great diminution in the mortality - 


of Bristol is ascribed in part to the comparative prosperity of the working classes, 
but still more distinctly to the improvements which have been made in the 
drainage, and in the sanitary arrangements of the city. The Registrar of Walsall 
accounts for the decrease of deaths by sanitary regulations. 

The increase of births and the decrease of deaths in Wilton the Registrar 
states is, in his opinion, attributable to the introduction of a new and superior class 
of cottages, in lieu of the former ill-built and badly-ventilated dwellings of the 
agricultural laborers. The numerous new cottages, which are being built in 
several parishes of that sub-district, “ by the direction of Mr. Sidney Herbert,” 
will no doubt improve the health of the inhabitants. _ 

Theimprovement of the health of the laboring population of the kingdom is 
one of the most pregnant measures of defence that can be conceived ; and will not 
be overlooked by the great landed proprietors. 

At the instance of the Lords of Her Majesty’s Privy Council, the Registrars 
have returned the causes of many deaths in their several districts. The printed 
Notes contain many interesting facts; the whole of the MS. Notes have been 
placed in the hands of Mr. Simon, their Health Officer, as they suggest Important 


inquiries.

Remarks on the weather, during the Quarter ending 31st of December 1859. By JAMES 
GLaisuER, Esq, F.R.S., &c., Secretary of the British Meteorological Society. 

From October rst to the zoth the weather was very fine, and the average excess of daily tem- 
perature was 6°, On the 21st a sudden and very severe cold set in; the depressions below their 
average temperatures on the z1st and 22d exceeded 12° on both days, and was as much as 15° below 
on the 2 3d, and nearly 16° on the 24th; the daily average defect of temperature from October 21st to 
the end of the month was 83° nearly, From November ist to 8th was warm; the daily excess of 
temperature was 33°. A cold period set in on November goth, and continued, with the exception of 
a very few days, to December 23d; the cold was very severe between December 14th = 19th, 
particularly so from 16th to roth; the defect of temperature on these days amounted to Le. Pipe I 
164°, and 153° respectively; the average daily defect of temperature for ‘the 45 days ending Dec- 
ember 23d was 27°. From December 24th to the end of the year was warm, particularly on the 
last two days, when excesses of temperature over their averages were 13° and 45° respectively, and 
for the eight days ending December 31st averaged 8° daily. 

The ranges of temperatures in the months of October and December, as might be expected from the 
preceding facts, were very remarkable, the extreme readings having been both remarkably high and 
low in both months all over the country ; the following Tables show these extreme readings in October :

From this tatle it will be seen that the temperatures in the month of December have been remarkably Jow. At Lampeter 
it is stated to have heen as low as, —2°3 at Norwich, 1°, confirmed by Holkham, 3°'8, aithowgh it is situated close to the sea; 
these very low temperatures are, however, a to afew localities only; at many. stations the minima readings were, 
however, below 10°. 


The mean high day temperature of October was 59°, being ?° above the average ; of November was 

49°°4, being the same as the average ; and of December was 414°, being 4° below the average. 
he mean low night temperature of October was 45°, being 14° in excess; of November was 354°, 
being 24° below the average; and in December was 313°, being 4° too low. 

Therefore both the days and nights in October were ‘moder ately warm; in November the days 
were of their average warmth, but the nights were cold ; and both the days and nights in December 
were very cold. 

The mean temperature of October was 14° in excess, November was 13°, and December was 33° 
in defect, as compared with the average of the 18 preceding years. 

The mean temperature of the whole year was 50°°8, being 2°-5 above the average of 88 years. 

The mean temperature of the dew-point was above. its average in October, and below it in 
November and December. The degree of lumidity tor the dgartct is that of the average. 

The mean temperature of the dew-point for the year was 442°, and the mean degree of humidity 
was 80, complete saturation being represented by 100. 

The pressure of the atmosphere was above its average in November, and was much less both in 
October and December. The mean for the year at the height of 160 feet above the level of the sea, 
and in latitude 513°, was 29°772 inches. 

The decrease of temperature from October to November was from 5° to 10°, being generally small 
near the sea, excepting at Worthing; the decrease from November 4 December was 5° or 6°, and 
nearly uniform all over the country.

The reading of the barometer was low in October; it increased 0°3 inch generally by November, 
and was 0*2 inch lower in December than in the preceding month. 

The range of readings of the barometer in the month of November was large, amounting to 13 inch 
in the south of E Sngland, gradually increasing to 2% inches in the north, and in December was also 
large, exceeding 2 inches at all places. 

The fall of rain in the quarter was 8? inches, exceeding the average by 1°6 inch. The fall in 
the year amounted to 25°9 inches, exceeding the average by half an inch; this is the first year 
since 1854 that the fall of rain has not been short of the average. 

The temperature of vegetation, as indicated by a thermometer placed on grass, was below 30° on 
52 nights out of the quarter. 

The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the three months ending November, con- 
stituting the ees autumn months, was woes: 9s being o or id below the average of 88. years.

232; 2. AyitsHAM; Buzxton.—Births 80; Deaths 
vo. The deaths are much above the average, prin- 
cipally from the continuance of diphtheria in some 
parts of the district, Diarrhcea has also partially pre- 
vailed ; there were 4 deaths from that cause, and 
1o from diphtheria. 

240; 1. Guittoross; Banham.—Births 44; Deaths 
23. A number of cases of continued fever have 


occurred in the parish of Old Buckenham, 5 of which — 


have been fatal. 

242; 2. Mirrorp; Mattishall.—Births 40; Deaths 
23. Two deaths are from diphtheria which has pre- 
vailed at North Tuddenham, and slightly in other 
parishes of the district. 

242; 3. Mirrorp; Bawdeswell.—Births 31; Deaths 
17. Three cases of fever occurred in one house. A 
woman went to Yarmouth to nurse her daughter, who 
died, and was brought to Billingford to be buried. 
Afterwards the mother, a daughter, aged 24 years, 
and a son, aged 14 years, died of the same fever. Also 
a son and daughter had the fever, but are now better. 
It has not extended to any other family. The house 
where it occurred stands apart.

16. Inthe above return the births are as much above 
an average as the deaths are below it, notwithstanding 
the intense severity of the frosts during the latter part 
of the quarter. Three circumstances have, however, in 
South Wilts, materially contributed to qualify for the 
better the recent extreme cold. In the first place, no 
snow whatever has fallen; in the next, there have 
been no trying winds; and, thirdly, almost all the days 
succeeding the most freezing nights were blest by 
ealm brilliant sunshine, though still so cold that I 
noticed in walking through hollow sheltered lanes 
lying due north and south that a full clear beautiful 
meridian sun caused not the least perceptible thaw. 
As to health,.I really think, judging from several others 
as well as myself, that the late extreme but clear calm 
wholesome cold has done much good in removing the 
nervous debilitating effects in a variety of ways of 
an intensely hot summer. 

265; 1. Witton; Wilton.—Births 41; Deaths 28. 
The district is generally healthy. The increase of 
births and decrease of deaths may in some degree be 
attributable to the introduction of a new and superior 
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class of cottages, in lieu of the former ill-built and © 
badly ventilated dwellings used by the agricultural — 
labourers, the building of which, by the direction of — 
the Right Hon. Sidney Herbert, is now being exten- — 
sively carried out in several parishes of the district, 
and which will no doubt tend to vastly improve the 
condition of that hard-working class of persons, as to 
health, cleanliness, and comfort. 

267; 1. Mern; Mere. — Births’ 76; Deaths 36. 
In the parish of Kingston Deverill (population 402), 
there are now about 20 cases of typhus. As yet it - 
has caused only one death. 

18, DorsEetTsHire. 

2713; 1. WimBorneE; Cranborne. — Births 100; 
Deaths 54. ‘The deaths are above the average, 
13 cases of diphtheria having proved fatal. 

273; 3. WareHam; Wareham. — Births 509 ;

24. During the last three weeks I have registered

men. I think that it is full time the authorities should 
interfere, and engage some detached building to receive

Deaths 14. There have been 7 deaths from scarla- 
tina this quarter. I consider the sanitary arrange- 
ments of Abbotsbury to be unusually defective. Out

jouses. No doubt were some of these gentlemen 
made to reside near it for a short time the nuisance 
pwould be immediately removed. My windows are 
‘constantly kept closed, to keep out the smell. It 
may perhaps be said I speak feelingly on the subject, 
but others in the neighbourhood are of the same 
Opinion as myself as to the evil.

461; 6. LiverrooLt; Mount Pleasant. — Births 
401; Deaths 484. There has been a great mortality 
amongst children ; nearly one half of the deaths in 
the sub-district, exclusive of the workhouse and 
infirmary, have been those of children. 

465; 3. Wicgan; Wigan.— Births 415; Deaths 
224. The health of the district has been good, 
except during the last five or six weeks when we have 
experienced severe frosts, heavy rains, and fogs. The 
decrease of deaths may be partially attributed to 
sanitary improvements; but we have many streets 
unpaved, on which filth and mud accumulate ; and 
I may add that the whcle population cannot be 
said to be well supplied with water. The corpora- 
tion intends applying to Parliament for fresh powers 
as to water, &c. 

468; 1. Botton ; Farnworth. — Births 120 ; 
Deaths 84. A very malignant form of scarlatina has 
been epidemic during the whole of the quarter ; in 
many instances whole families have been attacked 
with the disease, thirty cases having proved 
fatal. In the undrained portion of the sub-district 
simple and typhoid fever have existed; there have 
been four deaths from the former and two deaths 
from the latter disease. The cause of death in 80 
out of the 84 deaths registered has been certified.

385. Deaths considerably below the average; there 
has been almost a total absence of epidemics. I have 
registered 2 deaths from diphtheria in a family in- 
habiting a house under which ran a sewer.

I am convinced that to the good state of trade in all 
its branches which we have had for some time past 
giving ample employment to the labouring classes, 
consequently putting them into a position to get 
increased clothing and food, may be principally at- 
tributed the low rate of mortality.

to the absence of any epidemic disease in the sub- 
district. Improved sanitary arrangements, enforced 
under the Chorley Improvement Act of 1853, have 
evidently had a beneficial effect on the public health, 

482; 2. Preston ; Preston.—Births 855; Deaths 
539. The births are 152 above and the deaths 82 
below the average. The principal complaints are 
bronchitis 69. consumption 57, fits 56, old age 38, 
pheumonia 37, measles 25, premature birth 17, fevers 
22, typhus 10, scariatina 3, cancer 8, diarrhea 21, 
small-pox 2. 

486; 2. ULvERSTONE; Colton.— Births 33; Deaths 
28. Deaths above the average. Out of 28 deaths 14 
have been from diphtheria, which disease has been 
very prevalent, but is now rather abating. 


IX. YORKSHIRE. 
5- West Ripine. 


4920; 1. Knaressproucn ; Knaresbrough—Births 
59; Deaths 58. The health of the town of Kuares- 





brough has been in a very unsatisfactory state during 
the whole of the quarter. Very few families, of which — 
children have formed a part, have escaped the pre- — 
vailing epidemic, scarlatina. Although the disease ~ 
has yielded to medical treatment in the majority of — 
cases, it has proved fatal to 12 persons. 3 persons — 
have also died of diphtheria. 

498; 4. Hanirax; Halifar.—Births 340; Deaths © 
228. The births are 50 above the average, attribu- ~ 
table to the general prosperity of the district. ‘The 
deaths are 20 under the average, although there has _ 
been a continuance of fever. 

499; 5. Braprorp; Hast. — Births 274 ; Deaths 
169. Births and deaths much about an average. — 
I have registered deaths as follows; phthisis 19, 
bronchitis 18, pneumonia 10, searlatina 7, diarrhea 5, 
children under one year 54. 

499; 6. Braprorp ; West. ps ths 163 ; Deaths 
129. Deaths below the average ; which may be par- 
tially accounted for by better “sanitary arrangements. 
Many of the cellar dwellings are unoccupied. The 
trade of the district is much better, and pauperism 
has decreased ; the working classes, being employed, 
live in houses of a better class, and not so many in 
the lodging-houses. 32 children under one year have 
died principaliy from convulsions, &c.. No small-pox. 

499; 8. Braprorp; Thornton. — Births 118; 
Deaths 96. The number of deaths is again consi-_ 
derably above the average, owing to the continued 
prevalence of scarlatina, from which cause there have 
been 24 deaths. . 

499; 10. BraprorD; Shipley.—Births 109; Deaths 
46. Births above an average; one cause is the con- 
stant merease of the population, the trade of the 
district being in a very healthy state. There is a want 
of houses in the district, and hundreds of workpeople 
have to travel night and morning by railway and 
other means a distance of 3 and 4 miles. We have 
no empty dwellings; if a family removes in the 
morning another takes its place by night. 

499; 11. Braprorp; Jdle. — Births 150; Deaths 
87. Scarlatina has been fatally prevalent, no less 
than 16 children having fallen victims to it. Iam of 
opinion (in which I am supported by the medical men 
of the district) that the malignity of this disease has 
in many instances been greatly increased, if not. 
originally induced, by the situations in which it has 
occurred, which, although naturally healthy, are for 
the most part deficient in drainage, ventilation, or 
other sanitary requirements. In many of our country 
villages there is as great a want oi sanitary inter- 
ference as in our more densely populated towns. 

499; 13. Braprorp ; Pudsey. — Births 124 ; 
Deaths 85. An increase in the number of deaths 
may be attributed in part to the severity of the 
weather, and in part to the increase of population, 
there having been a good trade and full employment, 
causing an influx of inhabitants. There has been no 
epidemic disease. The increase in the number of 
births is attributable also to the cause above-named, 
increase of population. 

500; 1. Hunster ; Wortley,—Births 260; Deaths 
178. A much larger number of deaths has occurred 
than in any preceding quarter within my experience 
as registrar, but as those of October and November 
have not been above the average of corresponding 
months, I think the increase is partly to be accounted. 
for by the severity of the weather in December. 
Scarlatina was fatal in 18 cases. 

502; 2. Dewssury; Bailey.—Births 143; Deaths 
148, ‘The deaths are considerably above the average, 
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which is to be accounted for chiefly by the prevalence 
_ of scarlatina. 
502; 3. Drewspury; Gomersal. — Births 100 ; 
Deaths 91. The deaths are 18 above the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the last five years. 
Scarlatina has been prevalent in a part of my district, 
-namely Birstal, and it has been fatal in 25 cases. 
- §03; 3. WAKEFIELD ; Stanley.—Births 66; Deaths 
86. Scarlatina and bronchitis have been prevalent, 
and have raised the mortality above the average. 
£03; 4. Wankerienp; Wakefield. — Births 130; 
Deaths 124. The deaths are 30 per cent. above the 
average. There are 39 from scarlatina. 
503; 6. WakEFIELD; Alverthorpe-——Births 60 ; 
Deaths 60. 23 deaths are from scarlatina. The 
‘total mortality is above the average. 
- so4ga;. 4. Ponterract; Ponitefract.—Births 103; 
Deaths 99. Asiatic cholera, diarrhcea, and choleraic 
diarrhea have been very prevalent in some parts of 
my district. In Glass Houghton, a small township 
with a population of about 200 inhabitants, I regis- 
tered 12 deaths in 17 days (ist to 17th Octo- 
ber) from cholera and diarrhea. Having made 
inquiry, I find that the drainage is very imperfect, 
and the dwellings to which the disease was confined 
are situated in a low damp locality, and are badly 
ventilated. In Castleford and Whitwood, two ad- 
joining townships, there have been 15 fatal cases of 
chclera and diarrhea. Dr. Simpson, the medical 
officer to the local board, is of opinion that the com- 
_plaint arises from the dirty habits of part of the people, 
who have deposited dung and other offal near a well 
which supplied the different streets to which the 
disease was mainly confined, and that the heavy rains 
which we had about that time caused the same to sipe 
into the well. 

505; 3. Barnstey ; Darfield. — Births 1o1 ; 
Deaths 34. The deaths are somewhat below the 
average, which may be accounted for by a marked 
Improvement in the sanitary arrangements, especially 
the drainage of several extensive streets occupied by 
miners, foundry men, and others connected with 
several iron foundries, coal and iron mines, situated 
in the townships of Hoyland and Wombwell. 

507; 3. EccLtesaLy Biertow; Norton.—Births 11; 
Deaths 9. 7 deaths were from diphtheria, which 
continues to spread over my district. 

508; 2. SHEFFIELD; JVorth.—Births 357 ; Deaths 
274. 8 deaths from diphtheria, 2 from malignant 
sore throat, 11 from fever, 16 from scarlatina. 

609; 2. RoTHERHAM; otherham.—Births 113 ; 

Deaths 8s. Dalton Parva, a small village situated on 

a hill, and apparently a healthy locality, is attacked 

with diphtheria. It prevails almost through the little 

village, and there have been 6 deaths from it. Many 
persons are now ill, but it is thought the disease is 
somewhat abating. 

«612; 1. Goote; Swinefleet.— Births 35; Deaths 

44. .The number of deaths is far above the average, 

in consequence of diphtheria having prevailed to a 

fearful extent. In one small township containing 

from three to four hundred inhabitants the deaths 
from the above disease have been 22. ‘The total 

“number in the same township is 27. The drainage in 
this and the neighbouring township of Luddington is 
in a very defective state. 

512; 2. GooLte; Goole.—Births 72; Deaths 41. 
Measles prevailed to a considerable extent, and 6 
deaths from it are registered. Diarrhcea has also been 
prevalent, and was fatal in 7 cases. We have had 
more than our usual amount of typhus, from which 4 





deaths have occurred. Croup is rare in my district, 
but 2 deaths happened within two days of each other, 
and within a short distance. Diphtheria, although 
very common ten miles hence, we have seen little of; 
one death registered was that of a servant who went 
to Crowle on the hiring day, where many deaths have 
taken place, and was taken ill on his return and died. 

513; 2. Surpy; Selby.—Births 97; Deaths 74, 
The township of Hambletun is infested with typhus to 
a great extent. Sanitary arrangements are very 
imperfect, and nuisances numerous. 

514; 3. Tapncaster; Bramham. — Births 36; 
Deaths 37. Scarlatina is again prevalent in the same 
three villages as before, viz., Bramham, Clifford, and 
Boston Spa; I have registered 6 deaths from it during 
this quarter. It last made its appearance in November 
18547, and was very fatal for nine months. The parish 
authorities have attended to the sanitary arrangements. 


36. East Ripine. 

51533. YorK; Micklegate.—Births 111; Deaths 75. 
The deaths are 11 above the average. From diphtheria g. 

515; 5. Yorn; &scrick.—Births 8; Deaths 19. 
The deaths considerably above the average; 5 from 
diphtheria in one parish. 

5173 3. Howprn ; Howden.—Births 100 ; Deaths 
76. I have registered 17 cases of diphtheria, which 
complaint, I regret to say, we have not yet got rid of, 
7 of the cases of diphtheria occurred in one village, 
where 3 children in one family and 2 in another died. 

520; 3. Hurt; Myton.—Births 334; Deaths 266. 
The deaths are 23 above the average of corresponding 
quarters for 4 years. Diarrhea was fatal in 9 cases, 
diphtheria in 5, measles in 20, and fever in 22. 

522; 3. Swirtaucu; Aldbrough. — Births 13 ; 
Deaths 20. This is the largest number of deaths 
registered in any quarter since the passing of the 
Registration Act. ‘The increase is mainly to be attri- 
buted to the presence of diphtheria and typhoid fever ; 
the latter in my opinion originated from a bad privy, 
and has a good share of victims in the present return. 


37. Nortu Ripine. 

5253; 2. ScaRBoROUGH ; Scarborough.— Births 150; 
Deaths 150. The deaths show an increase of 50 over 
the average of corresponding quarters of five preceding 
years. Measles has been very prevalent, and very 
fatal amongst young children. From measles 33 
deaths, diphtheria 3, and small-pox 6. 

526; 3. Marron; Malton.—Births 88; Deaths 67. 
7 deaths from diphtheria. 

532; 1. Guisporoven ; Lofthouse. — Births 16; 
Deaths 19. The deaths are considerably above the 
average; 10 are from diphtheria. One death was 
from nervous exhaustion, caused by constant atten- 
dance on the whole of a family (that of deceased), who 
were ill of diphtheria. This disease has been very 
fatal at a little hamlet of five houses on the high 
moor, called Gerrick-Moorsholm parish. 4 deaths oc- 
curred in this quarter, and 3 in the last, all in three 
families. Typhus was brought into Lofthouse parish 
from Staithes, part of which is in my district. The 
principal part of Staithes in which fever is and has 
been prevalent is in Lythe district. 

532; 2. Guissoroucn; Marske.— Births 36 ; 
Deaths 24. The deaths are above the average, 
owing, in some degree, to an increase of population, 
as well as to the prevalence of epidemical diseases, 
Small-pox has been prevalent, especially in Marske. 
Typhus fatal in 4 cases in Marske and Redcar. ‘The 
cases of small-pox generally in the sub-district have 
been of a mild kind, 
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534; 2. NortHaLterton; JVorthallerton—Births 
68 ; Deaths 60. The mortality has been considerably 
above the average, particularly in November and 
December, in which the cold was unusually severe. 
Zymotic diseases have been rife, particularly diph- 
theria, measles, scarlatina, and diarrhea, which have 
been unusually prevalent. From diphtheria 7 deaths, 
diarrhea 4. The mortality from diarrhea has been 
very small as compared with the great number of 
persons who have been attacked by that complaint. 
This sub-district is at the present time in a very 
unhealthy state, measles and diphtheria being very 
prevalent. Vaccination has been extensively per- 
formed, but there exists to a great extent amongst 
parents a dislike to having their children vaccinated, 
not only amongst the uneducated class, but also those 
whom one would naturally expect to know better.

136. Deaths below the average. Typhus and scarlatina 
have been prevalent, attributable to the cold and in- 
clement weather. 11 fatal cases of fever (including 
typhus, typhoid, and continued fever,) and 12 of 
scarlatina. 

546; 1. Eastncton; Hasington.—Births 287; Deaths 
137. Diphtheria has been prevalent in some parts of 
the district, 10 cases of which have proved fatal. 

548 3 1. CiHESTER-LE-SrREET 3; Chester-le-Street.— 
Births 158; Deaths 65. ‘This district during the 
quarter has been generally healthy, except in the 
western part, where scurlatina has prevailed to some 
extent; 16 cases have been fatal, mostly amongst the 
young ; but it is now disappearing. 


39. NorTHUMBERLAND. 

653; 6. Tynemoutu ; Blyth.—Births 135; Deaths 
83. Measles and scarlatina have been very prevalent 
in this district during the last quarter; 18 deaths have 
occurred from the latter cause during that period. 

B89; 1. ALNWICK; Warkworth. — Births 40; 
Deaths 36. In the small village of Lesbury there 
have been s deaths of children from cynanche ton- 
sillaris, and one from diphtheria. There have been 
upwards of 20 cases under medical treatment in, that 
village, all, except one, amongst children. I can 
give no opinion as to the cause, as the village is In 
good sanitary condition, and the inhabitants wholly em- 
ployed in agriculture and at a corn mill in its vicinity. 


40. CUMBERLAND. 

569; 2. Wicton; Abbey Holme.—Births 56; Deaths 

. The increase in registration is from the creation 
of the Silloth Railway and Harbour, which has caused 
a large influx of population. ; 

570; 2. Cocknrmours ; Cockermouth.—Births 86; 
Deaths 107. The mortality is considerably in excess 
of that of corresponding quarters of 1855, 1856, 1857, 
and 1858, the numbers being respectively 49, 59, 70, 
and 53, aud showing an average of 58. ‘I'he principal 
cause of increase is scarlatina, of which there have 
been 39 fatal cases. In the township of Cockermouth, 
with a population of 5774 at the last census, there 
have been 83 deaths this quarter, 33 of them having 
arisen from scarlatina, whilst in the remaining portion 
of my district, with a population of 4650, there have 
been 24. The increased rate of mortality in the town 
of Cockermouth having been noticed by the guardians 
of this union, a public vestry meeting was called for the 
purpose of adopting the Local Government Act of 1853, 
which meeting was adjourned until the rg9th January.

The deaths are above the average, in 
consequence of 12 cases of diphtheria, which have 
proved fatal in the district.

The size of one of these cabins, now occupied 
by a family of 7 persons, is about 14 feet long by about 
g feet wide, and from the floor to the wall-plate is 
about 5 feet. Water in some parts is very scarce. 

611; 4. Wrexuam; Wrexham. — Births 132 ; 
Deaths 118. The deaths are above the average of 
five corresponding quarters of previous years. Scar- 
latina has been prevalent in the district all the 
quarter, and 29 deaths resulted from it. 


614; 1. Lranrwst ; Llanrwst. — Births 48 ; 
Deaths 33. The deaths are slightly under the 


average. ‘Two cases of small-pox have been regis- 
tered among the deaths, which is an unusually smail 
number, considering the. number of attacks and the 
spread of the disease.
